on the upper back of the woman being a site of origin of the hot 
flash.

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 61 
wherein the cooling device further comprises a water- containing 
gel coupled to a gas-permeable substrate. 

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 62 
wherein the water-containing gel comprises a polyacrylic acid 
component .
